"It is very delightful to find myself 


at last-In Belgium. I have come at the 
first moment that 1 was relieved from 
imperative duty. 
I could not come 


for my own pleasure, and in neglect 
of-duty, to a country ,whera I knew 
that I should meet men who had done

the fighting standards of Belgium, it 
pleases me to think that I am in the 
presence of those who knew how to 
shed their blood, as well, as do their 
duty, for their country. They need no 
encomium from me. 


"I would rather turn for. a moment 


with, you to the significance of the 
place which Belgiu.m bears 
in 
this 


contest, which, thank God, is ended. I 
came here because I wished to associ- 
ate myself in counsel with the men 
who T knew had felt so 
deeply 
the 


pulse of this terrible struggle and I 
wanted to come also because I real- 
ized. I believe, that Belgium an'd her 
part in the war is in one sense the key 
of the whole struggle, because 
the 


violation of ~Belgium was tbe call to. 
duty which aroused the nations. 


Nation's Desire for Rqnnllfy 


"The enemy committed 
many out- 


rages in this war, gentlemen, but the 
initial outrage was the fundamental 
outrage of all. They, with that inso- 
lent indifference, violated the sacred- 
ness of treaties. 
They showed that 


they did not care for the honor of any 
pledge. 


"They showed that they did not care 


for the independence of any 
nation, 


whether it had raised its hand against 
them "or .not: that they were ruthless 
in their determination to have, their 
whim at their pleasure. 
Therefore.. It 


was the violation of 
Belgium 
that 


awakened the world to the realization 
of the character of the struggle. 


"A very interesting thing came out 


of that struggle, which seems almost 
like' an illogical consequence. ' One of 
the fi'rst things that the representa- 
tives of Belgium said to mo-as the war 
began was that they did 
not 
want 


their neutrality guaranteed. They did 
not want any neutrality. They'want-- 
cd equality, not because, as I under- 
stood them, their .neutrality was inse- 
cure, but because their neutrality put 
them upon a different basis of action 
from other peoples. 


."In their natural and proper pride 


they desired to occupy a place that 


of fr« ptopU under ill , 


"I1 honored this instinct in . them 


and ft was for that reason 
that 
the 


first time I had occasion to speak of j 
what the war mighi accomplish 
for! 


Belgium, I spoke of . her 
winning a j 


place of equality among the nations. 
So Belgium has. so to eay, once more 
coma inio her own through this deep 
valley of suffering through which she 
has gone. 


"Xot only that, but her cause 
has 


linked the governments of the civil- 
ized world together. 
They have real- 


ized their common 
duty. They have 


drawn together as if instinctively into 
a league of right. They have put the 
whole power of 
organized 
manhood- 


behind 
this 
conception 
of justice, 


which is common to mankind. 


"That Is the significance, gentlemen, 


of the League of Nations. The League 
of Nations was an inevitable conse- 
quence of this war. It was a league 
of rights, and no thoughtful statesman, 
who let his thoughts run into the fu- 
ture. could wish for a moment to slack- 
en those bonds. 
His 
first 
thought 


would be to strengthen and to perpet- 
uate this combination of the great gov- 
ernments of the world for the mainte- 
nance of justice. 
. 


Nation Declining Turn* to Evil Past 


"The League of Nations Is the child 


of this «great war, for it- is the ex- 
pression of those permanent resolu- 
tions which grew out of the temporary 
necessities of this great struggle, and 
any nation which declines to adhere 
to this 
covenant 
deliberately turns 


away from the most telling appeal that 
has ever been made to its conscience 
and to its manhood. 


'"The nation that wishes to use the 


League of Nations for its convenience 
and not for the service of the rest of 
the v,Torld, deliberately chooses to turn 
back to those bad days of selfish con- 
test when every nation thought first 
and always of itself and not or its 
neighbors, thought of its rights and 
forgot its duties; thought of its power 
and overlooked its responsibility. • 


"Those bad days I hope are gone, 


and the great moral, pow.er, backed, if 
need be, by the great physical power

cry. -Make Way for the Top Minnow-" 
following investigations at the request 
of the Uniu-d States public health ser- 
vice for assistance in a southern army 
camp anti-malarial campaign. 


The idea was to ffnd out how ef- 


fective fishes are as exterminators of 
the aquatic stages of the 
mosquito. 


Other Hshes have been mentioned from 
time to time as aids in the mosquito 
problems, but tliis investigation was 
devoted almost entirely to the good 
work of the lop minnow. It was se- 
lectsd for this work, it is explained, 
because it seeks its food at the sur- 
face of the waler. 
which 
seems 
to 


make it especially suitable to light the 
mosquito; because it can and' does live 
under a great variety 
of 
conditions 


and especially, in water suitable for 
the support of mosquito 
larvae; 
be- 


cause it is very prolific, and because 
'•omething of Its value was already 
known, and it was common in the vi- 
cinity of the investigation. 


It was found at the beginning that 


the top minnow needed some protec- 
tion from 
larger fishes, but 
much 


greater protection from man. since it 
has been commonly used by fishers 'as 
bait. 
The only other real hindrance 


was found in the fact that mosqultos 
may breed in water so badly polluted 
that the top minnow is almost instant- 
ly killed when placed therein. 


The pith of the results of this in- 


vestigation is that wherever mosqui- 
tos were breeding proliflcally top min- 
nows were not present, but if intro- 
duced, the 
mosquito 
breeding 
was 


greatly reduced if not wholly 
elim- 


inated.

with you to the significance of the 
place which Belgium bears 
in 
this 


contest, which, thank God. is. ended. I 
came here, because I wished to associ- 
ate myself in counsel with ihe men 
xvho I knew had felt so 
deeply 
the 


pulse of this terrible struggle and I 
wanted to come also because I real- 
ized, I believe, that 1 Belgium and her 
part in the war is in one sense the key 
of tho whole struggle, because 
the 


violation of Belgium was the call to 
duty which .aroused the nations. 


-\atlou\s Desire for Equality 


"The enemy committed 
many out- 


rages in this war. gentlemen, hut the 
initial outrage was tho fundamental 
outrage of all. They, with that inso- 
lent indifference, violated the sacred- 
ness of treaties. 
They showed that 


they did not care for the honor'of any 
pledge. 


"They showed that they did not care 


for t'he independence of 
any 
nation, 


whether it had raised its hand against 
them or not; that they were ruthless 
in their determination to xhave Iheir 
whim <tt -their pleasure- 
Therefore, it 


was the violation of 
Belgium 
that 


awakenpd the world to the realization 
of ifae character of the struggle. 


"A very interesting thing came out 


of that struggle, which seems almost 
like an illogical consequence. One of 
the first things that the representa- 
tives of Belgium said to me as the war 
began was that they did 
not 
want 


(.heir neutrality guaranteed. 
They did 


not want any neutrality. 
They want- 


ed equality, not because, as T under- 
stood them, their neutrality was inse- 
cure, but because their neutrality put 
them upon a different basis of action 
from Bother peoples.

through Rumania is the supreme tcsr. 
of-patience and endurance. From Bel- 
grade. Serbia to Bucharest the favor- 
ite route is via steamboat on the Dan- 
ube as far as Turnu-Severin. 
Thence 


a train leaves daily for Bucharest cov- 
ering the 200 miles in about 30 hours. 


The train, cowcatcher, car roofs and 


running boards nre packed with a sol- 
id mass of humanity before the train 
starts out at Turnu-Scverin. At every 
station along; the route long stops are 
made while the crowds fight to get 
aboard the already overloaded train. 


At the junction points of Cracova, 


Piatra and Pitesci dense masses of hu- 
manity fill 
the 
railroad 
yards 
and 


sleep out in the open sometimes for 
days waiting for the train. When the 
Rucbarcst-bound train comes in to 
these stations the mobs rush it with 
wild howls and those aboard the cars, 
and especially those on the roofs, are 
compelled to light for their-places. The 
police and 
soldiers 
are 
frequently 


fnreert to make wholesale arrests and 
to charge 'mobs.

Iftte and flxt r"ten fl"d fares, Includlnn 
the Issuo, Arantlnc and withdrawn! of 


transfers, and tho imposition of charges 
therefor, and shall determine the char- 
acter and extent of the service and the 
facilities to be furnished, and in theso 
respects their authority shall bfl ex- 
clusive, and shall not be subjnct to tho 
approval, control or discretion of any 
other vstate board or commission ex- 
cept aa provided in this act." 


Apparently the correctness of thetr 


position depends upon a reasonable In- 
terpretation of tho words, "in there 
respects," for the exclusive authority 
given to the trustees is limited by the 
words quoted.

The commis- 
sion, -which arrived soon after »n Amer- 
ican Red Cross unit of 30 people un- 
Bcr Major Glenfrefl C. Bellis, was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. 


Two thousand pupils of the Gree* 


schools waved Greek and American 
flags and cheered as the. delegates en- 
tered Goritza. Albanian gendarmes at- 
tempted to prevent the pupils 
from 


manifesting their sentiments, but wern 
driven off by the French authorities 


American supplies consisting of food, 


clothing, tools for repairing houses, 
farming implements and large amounts 
of medicines, of which there is the 
greatest need are bein£ distributed by 
the American Red Cross. The army 
food mission doughboys are living up 
to their nickname by bringing In tons 
of American flour. 


During the great war Albania was 


entered by the troops of seven nations. 
Three-quarters of the country was held 
by the Austriana until last November. 
As a.result of this ten years' strife 
Albanian villages are heaps of ruins 
and the country denuded of everythlne 
of value. 


M. Venizelos claims Southern 
Al- 


bania for Greece because it contains 
120,000 Greeks. However, demonstra- 
tions' have occurred at Duraizo. Berat, 
El Sassan, Scutari and other Albanian 
centers In favor of Albanian unity and 
independence. Albania has been pro 
ally throughout the war. The Albaniai 
• republic of Goritza which .constitutes 
half of Northern Bpirus fought on the 
side of the entente. 


Owing to the Greek claims In south- 


ern Epirus and the "Albanian demands 
for complete independence the delimit 
tation of the boundaries of Albania fa 
..a ticklish matter. Albanians have re- 
•'.• quested. Americans to enable them t€ 


• recover '-the 'lands distributed te oth- 


ers by'the Berlin treaty and the treaty 
of 1912..'

provision probably contemplates only 
the second contingency.

mitted that there are other changes in 
the military clauses, notably in the pro- 
vision for Germany's army, which is to 
be reduced to 100,000 men before April, 
1920, and the extension oC time for the 
dismantling of fortifications.

A mosquito seems to havo aboui as 


many lives as a cat. At any rate It is 
a. discouragingly 
hard 
crea;ure to 


clear out of one's way. 


The United States bureau of fish- 


eries comes forward with ihe baule 
cry, "Make Way for ihe Top Minnow:" 
foUowins; investigations at the request 
of the United States public health ser- 
vice for assistance in a southern army 
camp anti-malarial campaign. 


The idea was to nnd out ho\v ef- 


fective fishes are as exterminators of 
the aquatic stages of the mosquito. 
Other fishes have been mentioned from 
Unit- to lime as aids in tho mosquito 
problems, hut ihis investigation was 
devoted almost entirely to the pood 
work of thn top minnow. It was so- 
leciod for this work, it is explained, 
because it seeks its fooil at the sur- 
face of the water, 
which 
seems 
to 


make it especially suitable to tityht tho 
mosquito; because it can a:ul does live 
under a ?rcat variety 
of 
conditions 


and especially in water KimabJe for 
the support of mosquito 
larvae; 
be- 


cause it is very prolific, and by cause 
something of ^.its value was already 
known, and it was common in tho vi- 
cinity of the invest.!Cation. 


It was found at tho begrinnhiK that 


the top minnow m*tiled some proicu- 
tion from 
larger fishes, but 
much 


greater protection from man. since it 
has bvfr, commonly u*«-;d by fishers ;ts 
bait, 
Tho only other real hindrance 


was found in iho fact that monquitos 
may breed in water so badly polluted 
that the top minnow is almost instant- 
ly killed when placed therein. 


The pith of the results of this In- 


vestigation Is that wherever'mosqui- 
tos were breeding prolitlcally lop min- 
nows were not present, but if intro- 
duced, the 
mosquito 
breeding 
was 


greatly reduced "if not wholly 
elim- 


inated. 
And where it was not elim- 


inated, and the minnows were pres- 


ent In large enough quantity, it de- 
veloped that the immature mosquHos 
were so protected by debris or floating 
vegetation that the minnows could not 
detect them or reach them. 


*rnIs leads to the conclusion 
that. 


whiie »ot all aquatic plants are-pro- 
tectlons io' mosquitos, some even being 
rfepoPonl. il is vfcry deaii able to re- 
move from ihe ponds or swamps where 
the mosquitos are breeding and min- 
nows are to be introduced, all plants 
having leaves just below the surface. 
This is not difficult. 
Thti bureau of 


fisheries estimates That two laborers 
equipped with a 
spray 
can, 
rakes, 


hoes and some oil. could care for a 
number of ponds throughout the mos- 
QUHO season. 


If anyone thinks it is not worth 
while, stop and consider the minnow's 
actually 
demonstrated 
abilitv as a 
"sniper" of the swamps. The-" official 
investigation states he observed that 
one adult ffinale top minnow at 105 
largo mosquito larvao in less than 12 
hours. 
Another worker, observing 


the top jr.'nnow in tho Philippine Is- 
lands, say.i one pair 01 half-grown 
minnows, by actu:il count,

mosquito larvae in two months and 
a half, 


A mosquito war may be staged with 


a very small mimhr-r of minnows, but 
if the water provided protection for 
the mnsijuitos, a larger number is de- 
| sirablo. The minnows multiply riipia- 
j ly but there is apparently no danger 
of overstocking.

Unless immediate repairs are made 


on the big S.OOO.OOO-sallon pump in 
the West Sixth street pumping station 
of the Lowell water department the 
city will be facing: very serious dan- 
ger of water shortage, according to 
the opinion of Timothy J. Lynch, an 
expert connected with the Allis-Chal- 
mers Mfg. Co., who visited 
this city 


this afternoon and inspected the pump 
at the request of Charles J. Morse, 
commissioner of water works and fire 
protection. 


The pump in 
question 
was • pur- 


chased from the- Allis-Chalmers peo- 
ple in 1910 and was installed the fol- 
lowing year. 
Since that time it has 


been running continuously, night and 
day, except at brief intervals, when it 
has been stopped for repairs. 


The pump has been running at 40 rev- 


olutions per minute for some time when 
the figure set by the company Is but 
3S and it has been pumping against a 
waterhead of several feet more than 
the amount guaranteed by its maker. 
The piston rod is not in good workins 
order, the engines are in need of re- 
pair and various other technical re- 
pairs are needed. .Mr. Lynch says. 
It 


will take three weeks for experts to 
do the work. 


However, the pump would have to be 


stopped while this was being done and 
Commissioner Morse is unwilling to 
trust the city's water supply to the 
auxiliary pump at this station and the 
boulevard pumping station.
